‘Tho yaluo first 
put at 69, was afterwards fixed by Vice- 
regal proclamation at 71. At this rate, 
Gollars may be bought or sold at any time, 
without any vexatious restrictions, at the 
dollar offices. A rate of exchango into 
cash is dotermined by tho dollar office, 
and posted all over the city every morn- 
ing. This is m very great convenience. 
‘There is talk of a ten-cash piece to be 
made and put into circulation soon. ‘That 
will serve an excellent end, but it seems 
a pity that a ono-cent piece, tho one 
hundredth of the dollar, was not chosen 
instead. I am told that the minting 
machinery is insufficient for the demand. 
Moro is being brought in, and as soon as 
possible, dollar offices will be opened in

‘The 
idols were soon mud, with only the wooden 
skeleton remaining. ‘The priest, since learn- 
ing the cause for such unusual irreverence, 
is afraid to take the matter to Court le: 
further notoriety should be his ruin. Public 
epinion seems to be against the iconoclasts. 
The finger of disapproval has su often boon 
pointed at them, it is said, that they do not 
how meet for consultation, but carry out

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Nurseries of the Duel. 


The seconds who assisted MM.Kirchhoffer 
and Lucien Mérignac in their successful en 
counter with their Italian rivals, Signors 
Vega and Pessina, are wroth with the Italian 
seconds for tampering. they assert, with the 
“procés-verbal” or official record of the 
duel. M. Georges Breittmaver, one of the 
French seconds, is also reported to have in- 
curred the displeasure of Signor Pini, the 
famous Italian swordsman, so that, if all 
goes well, there may be another sensational 
fixht or two before long. These little affairs 
always excite a great deal of interest in 
Paris, because everybody who is anybody 
has fenced at some neriod of his life. French 
boys are taught fencing at the lyctes, they 
have to keep it up during their military 
training, and in later life few fail to practise 
more or less assiduously at some salle 

‘armes. ‘These places are very numerous in 
all large towns and constitute regular nurser- 
ies of the duel. In the most up-to-date of 
these establishments in Paris, practice ix 
carried on under the conditions followed on 
the field of honour. ‘The boundaries are 
marked out, time is called at the conclusion 
of every round, friends are in attendance as 
seconds, and, in short, eversthing possible 
is done to prepare the members for tho real 
encounter in which it is supposed they must 
sooner or later be involved during the ex- 
citements of Parisian life. The same strict- 
ness is observed in the pistol gallery. ‘Tho 
target is a black silhouette just tho shape 
and size of a man, wearing a tall hat and a 
frock coat, as he would appear at a distance 
of twenty’ yards or so. Hits do not count 
unless the pistol has been discharged in the 
proper interval, that is to say. after the 
word “Feu!” and before the last. of the 
three subsequent words of command, “Un- 
deux, trois 1” 

The Fencing Academy. 

‘The ordinary Parisian sulle d’armes (pri- 
yate rooms being of course left out of account) 
is often a residential flat or flats converted 
by a judicious rearrangement of partitions. 
A combination of back and front room thrown 
into one serves for the “assaults.” Tt would 
hardly withstand Mr. Dick's test of swin 
ing « cat in it, but fencing does not require 
much lateral space. ‘The walls are usually 
painted in some light tint and are adorned 
only by racks containin the pupils’ swords or 
foils and masks, Hard by is a small and 
severely simple off-room, wherein tho details 
of affsirs of honour are discussed. The pis- 
tol gallery is an extension of a ground-floor 
apartment into the courtyard of the house, 
and the establishment is completed by one 
or two poky dressing-rooms, a. smoking-room 
and perhaps a shower-bath. ‘The fees come 
to about £10 or £20 a year. according to 
the locality and standing of the academy. 
Duel Training. 

The practical usefulness of the academy is 
frequently tested by some gentleman who 
finds himself “in for” a duel and not being 
quite sure of the result, seeks expert advice.

It is merely a 
sacrifice to those rules of etiquette without 
which, as every Parisian knows. duelling 
would’ degenerate into mere Anglo-Saxon 
Drutality.” On being duly assured that cold 
steel must be appealed to, the professor pits 
his new client against other pupils—always 
overflowing with readiness to assist under 
such interesting circumstances—and careful 
Iy notes the duellist’s werk points. ‘Temper- 
ament is the chief consideration, it being 
held that if you are naturally of an aggres- 
sive and restless disposition you should fol- 
Iow offensive tactics. and vice versa, the pro- 
fessor's experience of course enabling him to 
classify you with unerring exactitude. Hav- 
ing satisfied himself on this head, he pro 
ceeds to point out vour faults and the kind 
of strokes you should practise. Sometimes 
he will condeseend ‘a hand 






















at you with a wild yell, calculated 
to strike terror into the stoutest heart. For- 
tifled by such counsels, the wise duellist is 
likely to get the better of any adversary who 
does nol happen to be an exvert swordsman, 


Rival Academies , 

Proparation for a pistol duel is of course 
much similar, ‘There is nothing to do 
practise firing on the word of command, giv: 
Ing a quick upward sweep of the arm and 
pulling the trigger when you think you have 
Feached the right elevation. To do this after 
the “Feu !” and before “Trois !” the three 
numbers being called out rapidly, is not easy. 
Firing too late involves being * disqualified,” 
or unworthy to again figure on the field of 
honour, ‘This would not help your, adver- 
sary much if you happened to kill him, but 
it would be socially unpleasant all the samo. 
Pistol fights generally end happily because 
neither of the adversaries has time to aim, 
and as only half charges are used, the bullet 
cannot do much harm, unless it accidentally 
strikes some unprotected part. Encou 
with firearms, being short and also unin: 
teresting to seconds and spectators, aro not 
in great favour, whereas a good fight with 
swords will always attract amateurs ready to 
plank down their £10 or £15 for tho tin 
hich will enable them to see the fun. Duels 
between members of the same academy are 
regarded as undesirable and not to be resort- 
‘ed to unless some verv grave affront has heen 
sustained: but when a pupil announces that 
be is to fight a supporter of a rival concern 
his interests are espoused with enthusiasm. 
Everyone is eager to give him practice, the 
instructors coach him zealously, the old 
hands meet in council in the little off-room. 
and the presiding genius loci draws upon his 
inexhaustible stock of anecdotes and exper- 
jonce. ‘The duellist is provided with compe 
tent. seconds and the whole academy is on 
the tiptoe of expectation until the affair is 
decided. If the principal's “attitude” on the 
ground be considered “‘correct” he retains 
his place in the esteem of the salle. whether 
he wins or loses, but the least display of the 
white feather is fatal to his hopes of con- 
tinued membership. 


Sword y. Foil 
It is somewhat singular that only three of 
the leading fencing schools in Paris devote 
their attention to the sword, the weapon with 
wl ‘all duels & Varme blanche are 
fought. ‘The others still cultivate, the foil. 
the idea apparently being that fencing ought 
to be regarded primarily as a graceful exor- 
‘The aim of the fleurettiste is to pink 
is adversary in certain well-defined wa 
just as a first-rate chess plaver develops 
game on approved lines and feels his way to- 
Wards an elegant combination. 
when all fencing in Poris was done wi 
foils, but after the use of the épée de combat 
yas introduced, it was found, in the course 
of vatious duels. that army officers and other 
exnert fleurettistes were frequently worste* 
hy vers ordinary swordsmen. This led to an 
ineresse of interest in sword practice. but 
the foil still holds the upper hand, although 
the fleurettiste pure and simple is at so great 
a disadvantage that he must go to a sword 
school to be conched if he has to fight a duel. 












































































Tho foil appeals to the artistic temperament 
Af tho Freuch. . They also regard it, as a 
aational institution which it would be un- 
patriotic to neglect. Most of the kudos 
consequently goes to foil artists, such 
Sirchhoffer aud Mérignae, instead of to men 
who would be far more dangerous opponents 
in a duel.

‘Tuesday evening, the President, Mr. A. P. 
Wood in the chair. Before commencing the 
proceedings the President alluded to tho 
death of Mr. John Chambers, one of the 
original members of the Society. A paper 
on the “Pedograph” by Mr. T. Forguson, 
the inventor, was then read by the Honor- 
ary Secretary Mr. C. H. Godire; 

When on & previous occasion the author 
read before the Society a paper on the 
Hodograph, an instrument designed for 
automatically recording the courses of 
waterways traversed, ono of the questions 
asked during the ensuing discussion was 
whether the said instrument could not. be 
adapted for use on land. To this the 
writer replied that the question had al- 
ready been under consideration and that 
he hoped at some future date to be able 
to offer a complete exposé of the new in 














struiment in the shape of a separate paper. 
It was this instrument, dubbed with tho 
hybj 


1, but easily understood name of 
dograph,"—which formed the subject 
of the paper. 

‘Tho author said that the principle on 
which the instrument worked was that of 
the well-known pedometer, the actuating 
power being derived from’ the pulsations 
of a poised hammer, brought about by the 
regular vertical jolts without which it is 
hardly possible for a human being to walk. 
Everything was therefore based on pac- 
ing, Thore had always been among sur- 
veying men a great diversity of opinion 
regarding the use and reliability of pacin; 
in surveying. Much of this difference, o 
course, arose from the variety of ways in 
which the paces were counted and reduced 
to Jand measure, the various purposes for 
which and conditions under which the 
pacing has been applied, and the varying 
amount of judgment and care exercised in 
applying the results. In the Pedograph 
tho indication depended also directly upon 
the number of paces, but by making the 
hammer much heavier than that of the 
pedometer, and placing it between non- 
clastic stops, the chances of false rebounds 
were reduced to # minimum, 

Without entering further into this ques- 
tion, it might be assumed that under all 
but exceptionally bad conditions, pacing 
was a recognised factor in surveying, to 
which might be added the tenet that in 
in Kinds of surveys, ic, where a 
single-handed observer could only afford to 
pass onee over a route, it was the onl 
practicable mode of gauging distances. Tt 
has generally assumed that in regular 
pacing, results might be relied upon with- 
in 2 or 3%. But in the actual work in 
which the Pedograph was likely to be 
used, it would rarely be necessary to rely

upon the absoluto value of tho seale; all 
that was required being the knowledge that 
‘the sealo was uniform throughout. In his 
two years’ experience in mapping with the 
aid of the hodograph, the author gradual- 
ly drifted into the habit of not even ascer- 
taining the exact scale on which his day's 
trip was drawn, all endeavour being mere- 
ly directed towards keeping the scale uni- 
form, after which the resulting trace of 
the route was fitted between the inde- 
pendently located positions of its extremi- 
ties on the general map. This should also 
be done with Pedograph surveys as it was 
almost always possible to make a track 
start and finish at already known points 
or to determine the location of the extro- 
mitios of the route. 

In construction the Pedograph was as 
follow A little contrivance, called the 
“recorder,” was sustained by having its 
own springy framework somewhat com- 
pressed between a vertical drawing board 
covered with a sheet of paper, and a pane 
of ground glass mounted parallel to_ it. 
‘The recorder rested against the drawing- 
paper with a little steel wheel with sharp 
teeth—“ marking wheel”"—and a little 
smooth roller some way below it. When 
the ground glass was closed (on hinges) 
into its parallel position, it caught two 
smooth rollers disposed” }sterally with 
respect to the lino joining the points of 
support against tho drawing-paper and 
thus fixed the recorder rigidly hetween the 
jsp The recorder was 
held by four points,—the minimum num- 
ber to suffice,—and it would readily be 
seen that the points represented by tho 
sharp teeth received the greatest pressure, 
almost twice as much as the lateral rollers 
and about ten times as much as the little 
roller below. But though the recorder 
was held in a fixed position with respect 





















te the parallel surfaces, regarded as inde- 
finite planes, it was still capable of movo- 
ment between the surfaces; i.0., as long 


‘as the marking-wheel was free to revolve, 
the whole concern could slide bodily in 
the direction in which the marking-wheel 
would then run over the paper, but soon 
as this revolution was arrested, thero only 
remained a. pivoting action possible round 
tho point of contact between the marking- 
wheel and the paper as a fixed fulerum for 
the time being, for which the three 
smooth rollers were all axially disposed. 
This pivoting action was to allow the ro- 
corder (with its heavy tail-piece) to remain 
hanging vertically between the surfaces, 
while the bodily progression of the record- 
er constituted the actual recording on the 
paper. To control the rate and extent of 
this motion, tho teeth of the marking- 
wheel were meshed into a low-pitched 
worm-screw forming part of the axle of a 
ratchet-wheel. A little lever, carrying two 
leaden bulbs on a cross-bar at its end, was 
pivoted in the framework of the recorder 
and held in equipoise by a long spiral ac- 
tion on a very short projection of the lever 
behind the pivots. When carried about 
in a walk, the equipoise of tho hammer 
was disturbed and the latter then oscil- 
lated between its set limits of which the 
upper one was fixed and the lower ono ad- 
justable through a very wido range by 
means of a vertical screw with milled head 
ond lock-nut. Being provided with a lit- 
tlo slotted plate into which locked a pro- 
jecting pin of a pall working on the teeth 
of tho above mentioned ratchet-wheel, the 
aseillation. of the hammer Drought aces * 
step-by-ste ession o} wheel, 
trhich-could be made te take place by one, 
‘two, threo, four, or five teeth at a time. 

‘The author proceeded to explain the 
system adopted to seoure varying scales 
on tho plan, this being done by changing 
the number of teeth caught in the ratchet. 
The scale could thus be set to two, four, 
six, eight, and ten inches to the mile. 

Tn order to register the directions of 
the path followed, the drawing-board was 


pivoted on a short horizontal axis, round 
which it could be revolved, with tho 
ground glass, into any position within the 
flat box containing the whole apparatus. 
The recorder being pivoted on the mark- 
ing point itself would not be affected by 
the mere revolution in the board, but any 
further descent after such revolution will 
take placo in the new direction. To en- 
able thd operator to keep setting tho 
drawing-board always in accordance with 
the meanderings of the road, the asle of 
the board was furnished with a grooved 
pulley round which a (crossed) cord was 
carried transferring any revolution in this 
pulley to another one of exactly equal 
circumference pivoted on a vertical axis 
in an upper corner of the bos. The 
latter pulley had alittle brass frame 
mounted on it in which was pivoted a com- 
pass-needle. All that the operator then 
had to do was to watch the needle from 
ime to time and, by turning the knob 
ised to the axle Gf tle Gravee 
board, always place the brass frame in 
coincidence with the needle, no matter in 
which direction the path led and the re- 
corder did the rest. By continuing this 
process the recorder was made to draw on 
the paper a fac-simile of the path follow- 
ed, no matter how it curved about. 

‘The paper was illustrated by several 
dingrants taken direct from the Pedograph 
from which it could be scen that the re- 
sults obtained, even in the ease of marches 
of 8and 10 miles, were highly satisfactory 
and on returning over the same route the 
recorder stopped almost exactly at tho 

Want of time forbade the mention of 
starting point. 
various side-functions which had been at- 
tached to the use of the Pedograph, the 
principal among them being the guiding of 
amarch during the night or foggy weather 
over roadless plains, deserts, ete., towards 
a given goal, which function was the re- 
sult of a valuablo suggestion made by Mr. 
W. F. Tyler, another member of the Socie- 

y. 
In the discussion which followed :— 


Mr. J. R. Harding said he thought the 
Society was to be congratulated on having 
amongst. its members so ingenious an in 
ventor as Mr. Ferguson and his absence 
was to be regretted, as however well a 
paper might be read by proxy, and they 
had to thank the Honorary Secretary for 
the pains he had taken in the matter, 
it could not be denied that the presence 
of the author in person to answer criticism 
and explain obscure points was much to 
be desired. They must congratulate Mr. 
Ferguson on having produced a valuable 
and very ingenious surveying instrument 
and if ho ventured that evening to call at- 
tention to what he thought might be con- 
sidered certain weak points, before doing 
so he would wish to record his sincere ad- 
miration for the fertile brain which had 
produced two such instruments as the 
Hodograph and the Pedograph. 


‘To mention a few of the drawbacks 
which occurred to him—the greatest ob- 
jection undoubtedly was that the measure 
of distance depended on the pace. The 
paco was a length that differed with each 
individual, the tall man had one pace, the 
short man another; but worse than that, 
few people could keep up an even paco 
throughout a day’s or even a few hours’ 
walk and tho length of one’s pace de- 
pended on whether one was fresh or 
fagged or had been to a Caledonian Ball 
the night before. He submitted therefore 
that the pace was an unsuitable measure 
for any surveying instrument to work to 
‘and any such instrument would, to his 
mind, be of greater value (owing to in- 
creased accuracy) were it mounted on a 
wheel, the circumference of which would 
give a correct record of the actual distance 
travelled over. 





























Tho want of an arrangement for 
automatically changing the direction of 
the drawing board with each fresh bearing 
was a drawback and the automatic work. 
ing of the Hodograph to his mind made 
it “a more perfect instrument than tho 
Pedograph in spite of tho ereat advantage 
the latter possessed in placing its records 
at once in a readable form instead of the 
somewhat elaborate plotting proces re- 
quired for the records of the Hodograph. 

The difficulties of constant changing of 
the direction of the board by hand and of 
keeping the instrument duly pointed 
in the dirvetion one was travelling and

With regard to. the 
paper on the subject of — measure 
ment by pacing, he was of opinion that 
measurement. by time was preferable in 
practice, and that any surveyor could 
himself to walk a mile in 
utes with a margin of average 
error not exceeding 40 yards. At this rate 
88 yards would be equivalent to one 
minute, or one and a-half yards to one 
second, of time, so that on a scale of two 
inches to a mile each yzin. of an inch on 
the plotted survey would represent 83 
yards in distance or one minute in time. 
He had much pleasure in proposing a vote 
of thanks to Mr. Godfrey for his able ex- 
planation of the ingenious and intricate 
instrument befor the mecting.

If people 
paid money simply for the purpose of using 
the bath’ they would be entitled to 
have a voice in the disposal of the funds. 
He personally thoueht that a simpler way 
would be to make a slight inerease in tho 
present. subscription to tho Rowing Club, 
and have precisely the same sub-eription 
from members who had joined the Club 
for the purpose of enjoying the advantages 
of mooring their house boats to the pon- 

nd members who joined for the 
purpose of enjoying a swiin. It would be 
much the simplest thing to put them on 
tho same footing, so that they could all 
have the same share of manageinent in the 
affairs of the Club. 

Tho Chairman explained that what he 
meant was that every man who joined the 
Club, either for the purposes of rowing or 
swimming, should pay the same subscrip- 
tion as paid by rowing members, Tls. 10 
entranco fee and Tis. 15 annual subscrip- 
tion. If a member wished to swim, he 
would have to pay another Tis. 15, ‘but 
those men who only wanted to row would 
not pay that. 7 

‘Mr. ‘Timm’ asked how many rowing 
members there were. 

Mr. L. E. P. Jones thonght there was 
one point to which they would have to 
direct their attention, and that was to 
consider necessary regulations. ‘The Club 
did not wish a lot of people to join who 
wore not rowing men, who paid a sub- 
scription, and who were therefore, he sup- 
po.cd, entitled to vote on all rowing mat 
ters.’

‘Tho annual meeting of subscribers to 
Holy Trinity Cathedral was held yester~ 
day afternoon at H.B.M.’s Consulate. 
R. W. Mansfeld, C.M.G. (Consul- 
General), was in the chair and there were 
present also Mescrs. E. Jenner Hogg, and 
James L. Scott (Trustees), A. Dallas, W. 
D. Little, F. A. de St. Croix, and A.

‘AS Hon. Treasurer, Mr. Scott. moved 
that the report and accounts as presented 
he passed.

Before going mto the formal business 
af the day, T should like to make a few 

With regard to the working 
of our mill during the past year. Tam 
pleased to be able to present to you 
fo-lay a report. which offers an entirely 
different a-pect from those of former years. 
The results which we have been able to 
obtain, may be attributed to variors causes. 
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There is no doubt that we have learnt a 
great deal from the working of former 
years. We have been able to effect very 
considerable savings on mill stores, fuel, 
oils, ete., and the expenditure on’ these 
items stands now, I am glad to say, 
at a much lower cost in our books 
than previously. We have as usual 
endeavoured > keep expenses down 
wherever possible, and the result has 
manifested itself in a very agreeable man- 
ner. There is, of course, still room: for 
further improvements, and you may rest 
assured that we shall not be slow in taking 
advantage of any chances which may 
Present themselves. The stxte of the 
cotton industry during the past year may 
on the whole be considered as very satis 
factory. Prices of cotton were on a normal 
basis during the first half of the year, and 
have not been subjected to extraordinary 
fluctuations. Before the beginning of the 
new season prices gradually went up, but 
having bought enough stock beforehand at 
reasonable prices to last us just until the ar- 
rival of the new crop’s supplies, we were 
in a position to sell our production 
at remunerative prices. When supplies of 
the new season's crop commenced to 
arrive, which, as you ate aware, has heen 
very satisfactory both as regards quality 
and quantity, and may be consider 
record crop, prices of cotton ¥ 
we took advantage of the market « 
in n good stock, We had expected that 
prices of cotton would recede more t 
they did, but, owing to a consider 
demand from our Japanese competitors, 
native dealers were ablo to hol their own 
and obtain good prices. Sinee the bes 
ning of the year we have laid ina further 
stock of raw material, and our present 
stock, in addition to our forward contracts, 
will last us for several months to come. 
As regards the sale of our yarn, we have 
been able to sell all the year round 
at prices lenving a fair margin of 
profit. Owing to the shrinkage of the 
value of silver and the impo-sibility of| 
importing Japnnew and Indian yarns nt 
anything like former prices, the local 
industry has been benefited to a consider- 
able extent, and I am pleased to report that 
according {0 a stetement of our manage 
ment, the yarn to be made from our 
protent stock and forward supplies bas 
‘also been sold at remunerative prices. It 
may be out of place here to make any 
rophesies with regard to the future, 
Batt on the whole the outlook appears 
to be brighter than it has been for 
years, and, Gentlemen, let us hope that 
these expectations may be fulfilled. Ne 
turning to the accounts, I do not think 
that there is much ‘to be explained 
about them. Our Report shows fully what. 
our sources of income h»ve been, and how 
we intend to dewl with the ond made, and 
although’ from a  sharehol 

‘ew the Bulance Sheet may not lok quite 
go satisfactory, | think you will gree with 
me that it isa sound policy to reduce the 
book value of our plant and machinery b;

Trustees’ report and statement of accounts 
for the year ending 31st December 1902, 

The Trustees beg to lay before the sub- 
scribers their annual report and statement of 
accounts. 

The year 1902 leaves off with a credit 
balance of Tis. 2,292.77, against Tis. 706.75 
in 1901, due to a slight inerease in the income 
and a somewhat larger decrease in the ex- 
penditure; no repairs to house or Cathedral 
property having been necessary, and no ex- 
ceptional items of expenditure, except those 
in connection with the Coronation Service, 
having been incurred; ordinary expenses 
show little or no change; pow rents are 
Tis. 3,455.03, against Tis. 3,343.25 last. year 
aud Tis. 3,222.94 in 1900. 

‘New Church Room.—The erection of this 
was authorised at last annual meeting at_a 
cost, roughly estimated, of Tis. 7,000. On 
thoroughly going into the mutter before ap- 
proving of the plans, the Trustees considered 
that those originally’ put before them were in 
some respects unsuitable, and the building 
not suficiently in keeping with the architec- 
ture of the Cathedral, and they therefore 
deemed it advisable to spend a little more 
money and have the room in every respect 
suitable and satisfactory. After due con- 
sideration they accepted a tender of Tis. 
10,036.60, which included wiring for electric 
light, water supply, and architect's commis- 
sion,’and in order to complete the room there 
will'bo some further expenso for chairs, 
benches, and electric fittings. To provide 
funds for this there is the above credit 
balance, say Tis. 2,292.77, Tis. 5,000 of De- 
bentures and the small balance on working 
usually in the Treasurer's hands during the 
year—whatever sum has still to be paid will 
be provided by overdrawing the account with 
the Hongkong and Shanghai Bunking Cor- 

oration, which amount, say about Tis. 

,000, should be worked off in the next few 











years. :

Instead of helping to 
convince the conservative element that 
China wae weak, these incidents only 
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tended to make apparent the folly of 
friendliness to foreigners and the danger 
of placing confidence in the reform party. 
On the other hand ancient methods seemed 
good enough for China's needs, and non- 
intercourse, non-friendliness, with foreign- 
ors were wisdom and security. ‘This self- 
sufficiency was the sufficiency of things as 
they were: it was opposition to reform, 
and opposition to the Emperor. in so far 
as he was a friend to reform. 














One of the reforms of the reform period 
of 1893 remained intact nfter the coup 
d'état; it war the larger adoption of 
Western methods matters. The 
first proposal for special examinations in 
inilitary tactics came from Yung Lu early 
in tho year 1898, and on 19th March an 
edict appeared ordering that x change be 
made. Another edict appeared on tc Sth 
and the Viceroys, Governors and 
Literary Chancellors were ordered to give 
their views on the Regulations to be adopt- 
ex for the Army of the whole Empira. This 
was a reform which emanated from the 
party which was moderately conservative, 
and which therefore remained after the 
reform party as such was overthrown. 
‘Thero were Some, like Li Ping-héng, who 
sti hinese 
military tacties, but the majority of the 
ruling faction at Court espotised not only 
Western arms and ammunition but West- 
em methods of military drill. Yung Tu 
became Generalissimo of the Northern 
Army, consisting of Five Divisions. Ho 
was aided by Generals Tung Fuchsiany, 
Sung Ching, Mah Yii-k'un, and Niel Shih- 
cheng. Drilling of troops was carried on 
at the Hunting Park south of Peking and 
at other military centres. ‘The best guns 
were purchased and stored in a larger 
number of arsenals than any foreigner 
supposed. The fecling of weakness gra- 
dually passed away, and the feeling of 
self-sufficiency in high pla 
Prince Tuan, and his brother Prince Lien, 
and Duke Lan, the Cabinet Ministers 
Kang Yi and Chao Shu-ch‘iao, the Tutors 
of the Heir-upparent, Hsii Tung and Duke 
Ch'ung Yi, in fact nearly every one of the 
Manchu nobles, and every General in the 
Northern Army. felt satisfied that China 
was well equipped against the whole world, 
while most of them believed there was 
nothing more to be learned from outsiders 
amd no reason for continuing intercourse 
with Foreign Powers. 

As wo can now see the situation at the 
time of the uprising, wo easily see that th 
Chinese really had some reason for thei 
self-sufficiency. ‘They certainly came very 
near in North China to “driving the for- 
ners into the sea.” The destruction of 
foreigners in Peking, including the Minis- 
ters and their families, would probably 
have happened, if the foreigners at Tien- 
tsin had been destroyed. Moro than once 
it scemed as if, hecause of superior num- 
hers and more guns, the Imperial troops 
minst be successful.” There could hare 
wen no doubt of their success, if the 
‘Taku forts had remained in Chinese pos- 
session. And right here wo may point out 
that the ultimatum by the foreign Ad- 
mirals of 16th June to tho General in 
command of the Taku forts was both w 
and imperative. Mines were being laid 
around Taku, and 7,000 soldiers under 
General Nieh, with sixty field-cuns, were 
ordered on 16th June to come up to Takit 
by train from the military rendezvous at 
Lutai, to oppose further foreign relief 
from ‘the outside. Considering, then, 
what the military strength of the Chinese 
was, in and aroind Tientsin, it. seemed 
probable that if Takn was held hy the 
Chinese, and relief for forcizners should 
he cut off in approach by sea, the forcign- 
crs in Tientsin would be overcome and 
inassacred, and, after that, might easil 
follow the massacre of all foreigners in

Many rumours were started in Pekin 
in view of the preparations on the roa 

letween Peking and Tient sin for the great 
race which was to take place. The dis- 
tance i+ eighty miles and the race was 
to see who could compass that distance 
ox horseback without relays of horses. 
‘Three horses were allowed each competi- 
tor but ther were to go the whole di 

tance. The road was previously marked 
with lime so that there was no possi 
of the rider losing his way. ‘This was

the dining hall ong of the ladies observed a 
hoautiful yellow baw! from which 
impress Dowager was taking innit. , 
lesired one like it and requested ore of 
the ladies acting as interpreter to ask the 
how! from the Eimpress Dowager as a 
present. As it had boon arranged by di 
et request of the foreign ladies that no 
presents were to be given or received, the 
nterpretres naturally thought the request 
most extraordinary and declined to mon 
tion the subject to the Empress. But the 
legation lady was not be headed off that 
way £0 the services of the Enslish-speak- 
ing Chinese lady were secured and the 
request. was presented. The Empress 
Dowager was somewhat surprised and 
remarked that she was not awaro that 
presents were wanted but if thd lady 
¢-sired this bowl she conld have it. So 
Empress Dowager sent out and had 
tio bowls of the same quality brought and 
presented to the lady. Observers were 
unpressed at this strange behaviour. The 
ara wonderins if thar is the enstam 
in ‘oreign society. 

A retim invitation wes xiven by Mu. 
Conger und was accepted by the Iniperi- 
Princesses who went to the American 
Legation. To-day at the home of the 
Imperial Princess, the adopted daughter 
of the Empress Dowager, the foreign ladio- 
are again entertained.

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There are other indications that the 
ladies of high rank in Peking are most 
ed to hold theso social relations with 
foreign ladies. They accept invi. - 
tions not only to the legations hut to the 
homes of missionaries and seem de- 
shied at this introduction te what is more 
or less a new life to them.
